Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 1-2, 7, 9-10 and 23-24 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Applicant's admitted prior art (APA), figures 1C and 2, as stated in the final office action dated 
04/24/2001. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

4. Claims 3-6, 8, 11-18, 21-22 and 26 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Applicant's admitted prior art (APA), figures 1C and 2, in view of Funada et 
al., US Patent No. 5,696,388, as stated in the final office action dated 04/24/2001. 

5. Claims 19-20 and 25 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Applicant's admitted prior art (APA), figures 1C and 2, in view of APA, figure 1A, as stated in 
the final office action dated 04/24/2001. 
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Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/18/2002 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Regarding claims 1,9, 19 and 21, the amendment found throughout the claims has the 
purpose of inserting the limitation of "the pixel array, driver and control unit are formed 
simultaneously " (emphasis added) which recites a one-step process which does not further limit 
the structure of the claimed. As noted during telephone interview, the Examiner agreed that the 
term "formed" would be given patentable weight in method claims; however, such above claims 
draw to a liquid crystal display system (i.e., device claim). It should be noted that the method of 
forming the device is not germane to the issue of patentability of the device itseft. Therefore, this 
limitation has not been given patentable weight. 

Accordingly, the rejection of claims 1-26 stand.
